Caution Urged 
By Mother in 
Driving Child 

The busy mother who drives to 
the store with a backseat full of 
restless children is risking a traf- 
fic accident, according to Matthew 
C. Sielski, director of the Chicago 
Motor Club's safety and traffic en- 
gineering department. 

Emphasizinz that distraction is a 
major factor in motoring mishaps, 
he urged mothers of young chil- 
dren to take along another adult 
who can mind the youngsters or else 
leave the car at home. 

"It is nearly impossible for a 
mother to attend to her driving un- 
der today's traffic conditions while 
her mind is focused on the care of 
youngsters in the back seat", said 
Sielski. He added: 

"In trying to pay attention to the 
road ahead and the children at the 
same time, the mother may well 
be inviting a serious accident. One 
brief turn of the head is all that is 
required to divert her attention 
from her driving. In that split sec- 
ond of distraction, tragedy may oc- 
cur." 

Sielski stressed the importance of 
giving complete attention to driving 
duties while behind the wheel. He 
said that driving is a job that can- 
not be performed on a part-time

"When behind the wheel," Sielski 
advised, "keep your mind comb- 
pletely on the job at hand. It could 
be a matter of life or death," he con- 
cluded. 



Wet Basements 
Can Be Helped 
With Painting/ 

The right paint properly applied 
under the right conditions can do a 
lot ^o help the wet basement con- 
dition. 

But when one asks for a thin film 
of paint to keep out the water that 
8 inches of concrete can't keep out^ 
a homeowner is asking a lot. Paint 
and concrete working together, 
however, can keep a basement dry. 

The problem of condensation or 
moisture' that stands on basement 
walls can be licked by several types 
of paint. Leading the field in sales 
to homeowners is the cement type. 

This is a water base coating that 
contains finely ground amounts of 
hydraulic cement. It comes in 
various colors and is applied in a 
thick layer over masonry walls that 
have been wetted thoroughly down 
with a hose. 

Its action is a mechanical one. 
The hydraulic cement locks itself 
into the voids and pores of the 
masonry wall to form a continuous 
surface that water cannot penetrate. 
Too much water pressure, however, 
can crack it off. 

A word of .advice: Don't let it dry 
too fast. Be sure the wall is really 
wet before you brush it on and be 
sure to keep wetting it down for a' 
day or two after it is applied.

LEGAL 
AN ORDINANCE RELATING 
LOCAL CIVIL DEFENSE 

BE IT ORDAINED by the Presi- 
dent and Board of Trustees of v the 
Village of Antioch, Illinois, that: 

SECTION 1. There is hereby 
created the local municipal civil 
defense organization to prevent 
minimize, repair, and alleviate In- 
jury or damage resulting from dis- 
aster caused by enemy attack, sa- 
botage, or other hostile action, or 
from natural disaster, in accordance 
with "The Illinois Civil Defense Act 
of 1951/* as amended. 

This civil defense organization 
shall consist of the director and ad- 
ditional members to be selected by 
the director. 

SECTION 2. Director. The di- 
rector of the Municipal civil- defense 
organization shall be appointed by 
the J President with' 1 the consent of 
the Board of Trustees and shall 
serve until removed by the same. 

The director shall have direct 
responsibility for the organization, 
administration, training, and opera- 
tion of the civil defense organiza- 
tion, subject to the direction and 
control of the president, as provided 
by statute. 

In the event of the absence, resig- 
nation, death, or inability to serve 
of the director, the village president 
or any person designated by him, 
shall be and act as director until a 
new appointment is made as pro- 
vided in this ordinance. 

.SECTION 3. Functions. The 
municipal civil defense organization 
shall perform such civil defense 
functions within the municipality 
as shall be prescribed iq and by the 
state civil defense plan and pro- 
gram prepared by the Governor, 
and such orders, rules and regula- 
tions as may be promulgated by the 
Governor, and in addition shall per- 
form such duties outside the cor- 
porate limits as may be required 
pursuant to any Mutual Aid agree- 
ment with any other political sub- 
division, municipality or quasi- mu- 
nicipality entered into as provided 
by the "Illinois Civil Defense Act 
of 1951," as amended. 

SECTION 4. Service as Mobile 
Support Team. All or any mem- 
bers of the municipal civil defense 
organization may be designated as 
members of a Mobile Support Team 
created by the state director of 
civil defense as provided by law. 

The leader of such Mobile Sup- 
port Team shall be designated by 
the director of the municipal civil 
defense organization. 

Any member of a Mobile Support 
Team is a municipal employee or 
officer while serving on call to duty 
by the Governor, or the state direc- 
tor of civil defense, shall receive 
the compensation and have the 
powers, duties, rights, and immuni- 
ties incident to such employment or 
office. Any such member who is 
not a paid officer or employee of 
the municipality, while so serving, 
shall receive from the state reason- 
able compensation as provided by 
law. 

SECTION 5. Agreements with 
other political subdivisions. The 
director of the civil defense organi- 
zation may negotiate Mutual Aid 
agreements with other municipal 
corporations or political subdivi- 
sions of the state, but no such agree- 
ment shall be effective until it has 
been approved by the board of 
trustees and by the state director of 
civil defense. 

SECTION 6, Emergency Action. 
If the Governor declares that a 
civil defense emergency exists in 
the event of actual enemy attack 
upon the United States or the oc- 
currence within the State of Illi- 
nois of major disaster resulting from

civil defense organization to cooper- 
ate fully with the state office of 
civil defense and with the Governor 
in the exercise of emergency powers 
as provided by law. 

SECTION 7. Compensation. 
Members of the civil defense organi- 
zation who are paid employees or 
officers of the municipality, if called 
for training by the state director of 
civil defense, shall receive for time 
spent in such training the same rate 
of pay as is attached to the position 
held; members who are not such 
municipal employees or officers 
shall receive for such training time 
such compensation as may be estab- 
lished by the board of trustees. 

SECTION 8. Reimbursement by 
State. The state treasurer may re- 
ceive and allocate to the appropri- 
ate fund any reimbursement by the 
state to the municipality for expens- 
es incident to training members of 
the civil defense, compensation for 
services and expenses of members 
of a Mobile Support Team while 
serving outside the municipality in 
response to a call by the Governor 
or state director of civil defense, as 
provided by law, and any other re- 
imbursement made by the state in- 
cident to civil defense activities, as 
provided by law,
